HEN a: Faétion has once car- 
ried on their Fury to the Breach 
- of almoft all Obligations, both 
Religious and Civil, it is not-at 
all farprizing to hear.them deny Matters of 
Faé that. will not bear a Defence, or to af- 
firm the greateft Inconfiftences, in order to im- 
pofe upon the credulous and unthinking Part of 
their. Followers, who are either “incapable of 
weighing an Argument, or too obftinate to own 
their Conviction.. When this Paper firft began 
to dete& feveral ill Prattices, which were: foon 
after condemned in Parliament by the Voice of 
the Nation, a mercenary Tool was appointed 
to take the Field againft it with a Commiflion 
at large to oppofe the Truth: And the Exa- 
miner feemed to Moralize the Fable of. the 
Man who was bufied in twifting a Rope of 
Hay, which an Afs at the other end was per- 
penally nibbling at. . Wheaever One proved 
is Affertions to the utmoft degree of Evidence, 
the Other fuflained the Charge with an unex- 
ampled Affurance, and denied the Fad; which 
kind of Logick is uadoubtedly the moft proper 
for thofe, whofe Caufe and way of Reafoning 
give them tlie beft Title to what Hobbs calls 
the Privilege of Abfurdity. 
In Confirmation of what I formerly mentiost- 


ed, concerning the Frauds and Corruptions made’ 


ufe of in contraéting for Bread, whilft the late 
General Commanded in Flanders, 1 fhall here 
produce the Extract of a’ Letter from an Au- 
thentick Hand in the Army, which {ets that 
Affair in fo clear a, Light, that even the moft 
Incredulous ‘muft allow my afferting upon that 
Head to have been well founded. : 


Can't help giving you ene Account from our ope 

Army, becaufe it isthe Confequence of fomething 
which you know paffed the last Winter, and was the 
Subjeit of publick Difcourfe. There has lately been 
@ State made of the Bread-Acconuts, and as the 
fame Deduftions have. been made from the Mens 
Pay as ufual for the ‘avoiding Confufion 5 yet fince 
there was no Fee ta‘en from the Contrattor, the Dsf- 
ference is fuch, that there is now returned back to 
the Soldiers a Dividénd amounting to about Three

Guilders each Man, which in the whole comes to 
about 30001. among the Englith Troops only ; fo 
that if you confider and add the Foreigners, to whom 
we delivered Bread, which are at leaft three times 
the Number more, and make the Calculation for two 
Months longer at leaft, which former Campaigns ufed 
to laft (for this Account 1% made up but to this 
Time-) you will fee by that how far the former Ini» 
quity reached, and how good their Reafons were who 
defended that Prattice, when they would have per- 
Juaded the World, that neither the Government nor. 
the Army were any Lofers by it. 


This Account is fo plain, andthe Reflefi- 
ons fo Juft, that it leaves me no room to dwell 
long upon it; for I queftion not but the Rea- 
der having computed that the D. of 44_-_—-5 
cannot have received lefs from'this fingle Arti- 
cle than Fifteen or Sixteen Thonufand Pounds a 
Year, which was appointed for the Service of _ 
Her Majefty’s Troops, and thofe in Her Pay, 
and to which he had no more legal Pretenfions 
than they have to his Annuities and Eftate, will 
conclude ‘with me againft Dr. Clark, or any 
other Orthodox Dedicator, that his Gae’s Ta- 
lents might poflibly have got him the Reputa- 
tion of a fharper Pay-Mafter than Ce/ar, but that 
it will be difficult to Brove him fo skilful a Ge- 
nefal, For Céfar, in feveral Places of his Com- 
mentaries which have been honoured, both in 
the Original and Tranflation, with his G—e’s 
Patronage, takes occafion to’ mention his pro- 
viding Bread and Forage for his Army ; but it 
does not appear that he expected any particu- 
lar Perquefites, except the Courage and Fidelity 
of his Soldiers, to requite his Care.

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Who havé attenipted a Parallel; .and yet per- 
haps when the Anecdotes of acertain Prelate ap- 

ar, which being not to be publifhed till after 

is Death are expetted by the World with 

the utmoft Impatience, his G-—e'will be tran- 
{mitted te Pofterity» with the. Praife of hav- 
ing been as Brave, as Wife, and as Generous 
ayej ar. 

This I am particularly induced to expe from 
the Works of this Able Divine, which have al- 
xendy fttn the Light, and from the general 
Charaéter of all the Writers of the Faétion, of 
whofe Spirit there is aclear Evidence, in a late 
Piece, very pet are and very improperly cal- 
led The Secret iftory of Europe: the Author of 


' which has fo excellent a Talent at. what the 


Rehearfal calls Penning a Whifper, that he will 
not difcover the Stores from ‘which he is fup- 

ied-with- Authorities. But we may guefs. at 

is Veracity in relating the fecrct Tranfactions 
of State, by fome Inftances of Infincerity in Mat- 
@ers of Fact fo well Known, that he could only 
miftake them by Defign. This Gentleman, in 
the fecond Part of his Hiftory, has been very 
accute in Correcting Father Orleans’s Mifrepre- 
fentations, which indeed are numerous and grofs 
enough; a Foreigner and a Jefuit could hardly 
write our Hiftory with Exactnefs and Ingenui- 


But hé that is fo free with other Authors, 


ould, one wowld think, have taken care that 
his owa Accounts. had been ftated with Impar- 


’ tiality and Candor ; yet when he comes to men-

tion the Lords of the Council who figned the

I will take notice but-of one more of this 
Author’s malicious ‘Turns, tho’, his Book js 
plentifully ftor’d. with them, and’ that is, a 
Reflexion upon the Duke of Argyle, for being 
a Friend to the Jndefeafible Right, as he affects 
to call it. I do not believe his Grace ever 
troubled himfelf to confider whether this hard 


Word has any reafonable Meaning; but he has 


taken pains to ftudy the true Intereft of his 
Country, and has run great Rifques in purfuing 
it: and I look upon this Author to have been 
particularly unlucky in his Endeavour to throw 
Dirt upon one, “in whom (as my Lord Cia. 
rendon very juftly and handfomly fays of my 
Lord Capel ) “* the Malice of his Enemies caa 
“¢ difcover very few Faults, and whom his 
*¢ Friends cannot wifh better Accomplifhed.” 
But Iam almoft tempted to forgive the groflet 
Faults in this Hiftorian, for his ‘having done 
Juftice to the Gentlemen of the Church of Eny- 
land, in aflerting throughout his whole Book, 
and proving that the Revolution was owing to 
Them. This Confeffion from an Adverfary, f 
feafonable at*this time, I hope will have its due 
Weight with all impartial People, and {ilence 
the groundlefs Clamours of thofe that are per- 
petually upbraiding the Members of the bet 
Church, with being guilty of the worft Practices 
and Defigns, In return to this Civility, I can 
do no lefs than publickly thank him, and ows 
to the World; that tho’ I have charged him with 
fome few Miftakes, I agree with: him in thst 
Opinion in general; which he himfelf feemsto 
have of his Performance, in that Paflage of his 
Preface, where he fays,.
